MAY ESTABLISH A 


\EET SUGAR FACTORY 


The Chamber of Commerce Considering a Propo- 


sition from Parties Said to Have 


Large Capital 


A big beet sugar factory, employ- 


Ing in the neighborhood of two hun- 
dred men and requiring thousands of 
dollars in capital, is to be established 
some place in Nevada, and within 
a 


short time. At least this is to be sur- 
mised from a discussion held at 
the 


Chamber of Commerce last evening. 
It was the regular meeting night, but 
on account of the holiday season and 
for the reason that a number of mem- 
bers were detained at their places of 
business no regular meeting was held. 
It Is to be regretted that a quorum 
was not present, but perhaps the post- 
ponement of the meeting until next 
Monday night will result in the propo- 
sition benng 
more 
thoroughly dis- 


cussed and more intelligent 
action 


taken. 


It was brought out at the informal 


session that a party of capitalists is 
anxious to erect a beet sugar factory 
and engage in beet laising some place 
in this state. 
They are des_irous of 


securing a good location for their en- 
terprise and secuie such other ad- 
vantages that may conduce to the suc- 
cess of their enterpiise. 
"With this 


end in view they have submitted their 
proposition to the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


The proposed factory, it is stated, 


will have, a capacity of three hundred 
and fifty* tons of beets each, day and 
will be modern In every respect. 


It iis a well known fact that Nevada 


land (Is admirably adapted to beet 
raising. 
This state also has the ad- 


vantage of having thousands of acres 
of untilled land that can be used for 
beet raising. 
Nevada beets also con- 


tain a much larger percentage 
of 


saccharine matter than beets grown

in this state beets of equal size can 
be grown, on a large scale.

raising than the land in California 
or other states where beet raising is 
carried on.

ers will be present and the session 
promises to be quite interesting. 


Last evening when Major 
Ingalls 


was asked the names of the parties 
interested in the proposed enterprise 
he stated that he was not at liberty 
to give out any information regard- 
ing their identity until after action 
had been taken 


It is stated on good authority, how- 


ever, ..that the gentlemen are anxious 
to locate in this state; in fact, almost 
everything has been arranged for es- 
tabliishing the enterprise close to here. 
T'he only obstacle that remains is 
labor. 
If the capitalists receive as- 


surance that enough men can be se- 
cured to operate their plant the first 
move in the new enterprise will 
be 


made within the next few months.

At 1 30 Monday morning the fire 


department was called out for a fire 
in the rear of the residence of Mrs. 
J. L. McFarland, on Third street. 


The alarm was rung in from box 


7 at the corner of Fourth and Sierra 
streets and the response of the de- 
partment was remarkably quick. 


The fire had started in a barn, a dry 


wooden structure, and was sxirrounded 
by frame buildings on all sides. 
The 


structure was a total loss, but the fire 
was confine'd to the 0110 building. 


Tbe fire engine made connections to 


<a. six-inch main at the corner of Si- 
erra and Fourth streets and wlthiin a 
few minutes a stream was playing on 
the fire. The hose was taken into the 
alley and the fire boys made a great 
effort to save adjoining property. The 
sparks 
from the buining 
structure 


were carried to adjoining buildings 
and the Correcco building, Wieland's 
Saloon and Mrs. McFarland's home 
were on fire many times. 


The rear wall of the Correcco build- 


ing was so hot that the water from the 
hose boiiled when thrown upon it. 


At one time fire broke out under 


the eaves and the metal roof, but was 
pi omptiy 
extinguished 
with 
slight 


damage. 
Had a strong wind been 


blowing it would have been impossible 
to have snved the Wieland building, 
but good Hick was with the depart- 
ment. 
The damage to Mrs. McFar- 


land's home will reach about fifty dol- 
lars and the barn valued at $300, There 
v as no Insurance. 


The telephone company has a line 


of poles in the alley and considerable 
dnmage was done to the wires. The 
.service was somewhat 
demors^lized 


yesterday in consequence. 


The cause of the fire is unknown, 


but the supposition 
is that tramps 


were sleeping in. the barn and were 
careless while smoking.

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IRRIGATION AND LAND GRABBING 


U 


NDER the above caption the New Toik Tribune calls 


attention to th growth, of a practice -which threat- 


ens to defeat the original purpose of national Irrigation 
schemes 
Senator Gibson of Montana points out that dur- 


ing the last fiscal year 2,500,000 acres of land were taken 
up In his State alone under desert land and homestead fil- 
ings, yet thete has been ptactically no increase of the 
State's agricultural population 
All this land has been ac- 


quired in anticipation of irrigation projects which would 
make now worthless lands extremely valuable 
In ad- 


dition, some 500,000 acres have been taken up, and for 
the: same puipose, under the timber and stone act and for- 
est reserve script. The senator says 


"At this rate of land grabbing, for It can be designated 


as nothing else, all the desiiable lands of Montajia will be 
taken up in a very short time, and the great national 
work of reclaiming and settling the farm lands will be at 
an end, so far as this State is concerned." 


It was remarked some weeks ago that no less than 


$7,000,000 was paid into the irrigation fund last year and 
that this land buying movement was out of proportion to 
the Increase of population in the tenitorie& affected. It is 
clear enough that the scheme of which Senator Gibson 
complains is not confined to Montana 


The Tilbune claims that Piesident Roosevelt foiesaw 


this land grabbing and endeavored to prevent it. Con- 
giess, however, falling to take action that would have 
saved for the actual settler the land to be irrigated and 
some fear is expi essed that when the necf ssary changes 
In the law shall have been made it will be toq late 
This, 


howevei, seems to exaggerate the danger. 
Certainly Ir- 


rigation schemes already projected will never be carried 
out If the result is to be the enrichment of a few specula- 
tore who have seized upon arid land hei e and there in 
the hope that it will be made profitable for them through 
the expenditure of public money. Those having charge 
of the work can easily leave these speculative gentry in 
the hirch by limiting the impi ovement of land still owned 
by the government or occupied in good faith by small 
holders. But there are few actual settlers on any of the 
so-called arid lands and it seems perfectly safe to assume 
that what private holdings there are have been acquired 
for speculative purposes

For ten 
years the independent oil men fought against it, but they

"They petitioned congress for relief, se- 


ciued Investisal'ons, instituted suits, exhausted their re- 
soiT-ce^ and their patience in a combined fight against the 
system." 
As McClure says- "The. same practice would 


have h-ive riven Mr Rockefeller the control of wheat, 
beef, corn, or lion. A variety of the same practice created 
Mr. Carnegie." In 1S8T congress passed an interstate com- 
merces law lor bidding railroad discrimination and ap- 
pointing % commission to see that fair play prevailed 
It has b=-ji impossible, however, to enforce the law, and 
the beef trust is no doubt sharing today the favors so long 
granted illegally to the Standaid Oil Company. The trusts 
have grown so «normously rich that they are apparently 
beyond all contiol, and it is doubtful if even government 
ownership of ra Iroads would meet the case. The ventil- 
ation the affairs of the trusts are now getting and the 
increased price of such mdespensible articles as coal and 
oil, must certainly arouse the people as never before, and 
perhaps m-iy b-mg about a day of reckoning. McClure 
says of the popular and wide spread notion that Mr.
